The attorney appointed to represent Edas Alcides Barahona-Alvarez
(Barahona) has moved for leave to withdraw and has filed a brief in accordance
with Anders v. California, 386 U.S. 738 (1967).

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the allegations.” United States v. Cantwell, 470 F.3d 1087, 1091 (5th Cir. 2006)
(internal quotation marks and citation omitted).

Accordingly, counsel’s
motion for leave to withdraw is GRANTED, counsel is excused from further
